The I hickasaw Nation is divided into 
tw elve whole districts: 
85, Chickasha;

Sul­ 
phur; 101, Ryan; 102, W est of Ardm ore; 
103. Ardmore alone; 106. M arietta; 107.

to I urcell; on the east side loses a st ip 
thirty-three by nine miles, containing 
Francis and Stonewall.

THE OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION.

diplomatic and consular service. It is 
coming more and more to be recog­ 
nized as a fact, says Youth's Com­ 
panion, that the richest nation in the 
world, occupying a country in which 
the highest business salaries In the 
world are cheerfully paid, is neverthe­ 
less a niggardly paymaster of its high­ 
est officers. For a large share, indeed 
for most, of the minor positions in the 
government service the 
payment 
is 
adequate. 
The earnings of the clerks 
in Washington and of most of the men 
on the civil service lists compare fa­ 
vorably with those of men doing sim­ 
ilar work for private employes. 
But 
for the president, vice president, mem­ 
bers of the cabinet and of the supreme 
court, the circuit court judges, am­ 
bassadors and ministers, and many of 
the higher officers at Washington and 
in the states the compensation is not 
only inadequate to the demands of the 
places they occupy, but is notoriously 
less than men of equal ability receive 
in private life. 
The word “compensa­ 
tion’’ is used advisedly, for it includes 
not only the salary which goes with 
these offices, hut the honor which at­ 
taches to them. 
Both together are 
still inadequate payment. The desire 
to preserve that “republican simplic­ 
ity" which has always been an Amer­ 
ican ideal is the main obstacle to the 
raisins of official salaries. Many per­ 
sons fail to consider that for one who 
can afford it. liberal expenditure is 
not necessarily a sign either of ex­ 
travagance or of luxury; and that 
with nations, as with individuals, the 
scale which is just and proper in the 
day of small things may be a measure 
of u n se em ly parsimony when the cir­ 
cumstances have changed.

One Theory of Wealth. 
Why there should be hard-working 
poor men and idle rich men in the 
same community is a question which 
no one has answered, and no one can 
answer satisfactorily. That is why the 
opinion is so prevalent that the world, 
economically considered, is 
so 
very 
much out of joint, believes T. N. Car­ 
ter, a writer in Atlantic. But although 
there is so much unanimity 
in 
the 
opinion that wealth ought not to be 
distributed as it now is. there is still 
a wide diversity of 
opinion, 
where 
there is any definite opinion at all. as 
to how it really ought to be distribu 
ted. These opinions may, however, be 
reduced to three fundamentally dis­ 
tinct theories, which I shall call the 
aristocratic, the socialistic, 
and 
the 
democratic, or 
liberalise, 
theories. 
The aristocratic theory is 
that 
the 
good things of the world belong more 
particularly 
to 
certaiu 
groups 
or 
classes than to others, by virtue of 
some circumstance connected 
with. 
their birth or heredity, and independ­ 
ently of their individual achievements. 
The socialistic theory is that wealth 
ought to be distributed according 
to 
needs, or according to some 
similar 
plan arranged beforehand, and inde­ 
pendently of the individual ability Ic 
acquire wealth in the rough-and-ready 
struggle of life. 
The democratic, 
or 
liberalise, 
theory 
is 
that 
wealth 
ought to be distributed according to 
productivity, usefulness, or worth.

FROM THE DISTRICTING BOARD 


It's an inverted L, tha's the forma- 


tion of Ada's constitutional delegate 
district, number 87, as defined in Tues- 
day's proclamation of the disln. ting 
board. 


It is composed as follows: 


DISTRICT NUMBER 87. 


Townships 3 and 4 noiuh. range 3 


east; townships 3 \nd 4 north, range 4 
east; townships 1 and 2 south, and 1. 2, 
3 and 4 north, range 6 east; all that 
part of township 5 north, range 6 east, 
lying south of Canadian river; townships 
1 and 2 south, and 1. 2. 3 and 4 north, 
range 5 east. 


District 87 includes the towns of Ada, 


Reagan, Lester. Tyrola, Bebee, Oak- 
man, Center, Midland, Hart, Parkell, 
Fitzhugh. Lantry, Franks, York, Pon- 
tonoc, Connorville. McGee and Mill 
Creek. 


It will be observed that our 16th re- 


cording district has been cut to shreds, 
{riving portions of it to three other del- 
egate districts and leaving us the back- 
bone. In Thursday's papers the News 
will publish a map of the entire terri- 
tory showing boundaries of all delegate 
districts. 


The Chickasaw Nation is divided into 


twelve whole districts: 85, Chickasha: 
86, Purcell; 87. Ada; 93, Dunesn; 94, 
Pauls Valley, 95. Wynnewood; 96, Sul- 
phur; 101, Ryan. 102, West of Ardmore, 
103. Ardmore alone; 106. Marietta: 107. 
Madill; also No. 104, Tishomingo, is cut 
from this nation, with a thin slice of 
Choctaw nation; 108, Durant, takes a 
narrow strip off Chickasaw. and 88, 
directly east of Ada. is composed equally 
of Choctaw and Chickasaw country. 


On the south our 87th district takes 


two townships off Tishomingo's; on the 
southeast loses three townships to Sul- 
phur; on the west gpins two from Pauls 
Valley; on the north loses three fractions 
to Purcell; on the east side loses a st: ip 
thirty-three by nine miles, containing 
Francis and Stonewall. We lose Roff 
and Scullin to 96, Maxwell to 86 and 
gain the towns of Reagan, Lester, Mc- 
Gee and Mill Creek. 


No. 87, our ell of a district, has an 


area of 600 square miles, is 36 miles 
north and south. 20 miles east and west 
and is 12 miles thick. Ada is in the 
northeast corner, three miles from the 
east line. 


THE OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, By the provisions of an 


Act of Congress, approved June 16,1906, 
the inhabitants of^the Territory of Ok- 
lahoma and Indian Teiiitory are given 
authority to adopt a constitution and 
become the State of Oklahoma and to 
vote for and choose delegates to form a 
constitutional convention for said pro- 
posed state, and 


Whereas, The officers designated and 


appointed for such purposes have com- 
pleted the work of apportioning each 
of said temtories into the required 
number of delegate distiicts, and have 
numbered the same consecutively from 
one to one hundred and eleven, inclu- 
sive, each of which said districts are 
entitled to elect one delegate to srid 
constitutional convention, except the 
district numbered fifty-six comprising 
the Osage Nation, which said district is 
entitled to elect two delegates, and 


Whereas. It is further provided that 


with;n six months after the approval 
of said Act the Governor of Oklahoma 
Territory and the Judge senior in ser- 
vice of the United States com >.s in 
Indian Territory shnll, by proclamation 
in which such apportionment is fully 
specified and announced, order an elec- 
tion of the delegates aforesaid in aaid 
proposed stale, at a time to be desig- 
nated by them. 


Now Therefore, Pursuant to said 


authority, I, Frank Frantz, Governor 
of the Tei.'ivory of Oklahoma, and I 
William H. H. Cla.vton, the Judge 
senior in service of the United States 
courts in Indian Territo.y, do hereby 
proclaim and dejla e, tbnt the fifty-six 
districts in "-he Tei- itory of Oklahoma 
a.id the fifiy-five districts in the Indian 
Territory, are described and designated 
as hereinafter set f01.h, to-wit: [Here 
are described in detail the boundaries 
of the 111 districts; 55 each in the two 
territories and one in the Osage Nation] 


And it is now hereby ordered that on 


Tuesday, the sixth day of November, 
A. D., 1906, at the several voting pre- 
cincts in the several constitutional del- 
egate districts as hereinbefore mention- 
ed and described, an election shall be 
held for the purpose of choosincr one 
delegate for each of said districts, ex- 
cept district number fifty-six, computed 
of the Osage Nation, which said district 
shall elect two delegates Said eloct.on 
sha'l be eonducteJ, the returns made, 
the result ascei ta'ied, and the certifi- 
cates of a'l persons elected to sm h i-on- 
vention issued, in the same manm r a> 
is prescribed by the 'aws of the Ten i- 
tory of Oklrhomu 


for Delegate to Congress. 


In witness whereof we have each 


hereunto set his official signature, and 
the governor of Oklahoma has caused 
the seal of the Territory to be affixed.

Mr, Rinard reported that he had , in 


accordance with previous action of the 
commercial club, dispensed 14,000 feet 
of lumber for building and repairing 
bridges and culverts on the various 
roads leading to Ada. He urged that 
the collecting committee bestir itself 
after fund* to pay for this and acces- 
sory material. If r. Rinard la rendering 
some moat praiaeworthy servicea in 
the matter of good roada. Properly 


he may be styled our defacto county 
superintendent of loads—the first coun- 
ty officer in Indian Teiritoiy. 
Our 


farmers are taking great interest in 
the work, he says, ,?nd arc going at it 
with a vim.

adjourned.

Salaries ot State Officials. 


j|L.* 
During this session of congress, as 


In many previous sessions, the expe- 
diency has been considered ot raising 
the salaries of the higher officers ot 
the national government and ot the 
diplomatic and consular service. It is 
coming more and more to be recog- 


x 
nized as a fact, says Youth's Corn- 
panto D. that the richest nation in the 
world, occupying a country in which 
the highest business salaries In the 
•world are cheerfully paid, is neverthe- 
less a niggardly paymaster of its high- 
est officers. For a large share, indeed 
for most, of the minor positions in the 
government service the payment is 
adequate. The earnings of the clerks 
in Washington and of most of the men 
on the civil service lists compare fa- 
vorably with those of men doing sim- 
ilar work for private employes. 
But 


for the president, vice president, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and of the supreme 
court, the circuit court judges, am- 
bassadors and ministers, and many ot 
the higher officers at Washington and 
in the states the compensation is not 
only inadequate to the demands of the 
places they occupy, but is notoriously 
less than men of equal ability receive 
in private life. The word "compensa- 
tion" is used advisedly, for it includes 
not only the salary which goes with 
these offices, but the honor which at- 
taches to them. 
Both together are. 


still Inadequate payment. The desire 
to preserve that "republican simplic- 
ity" which has always been an Amer- 
ican ideal Is the main obstacle to the 
raisins of official salaries. Many per- 
sons fall to consider that for one who 
can afford it. liberal expenditure is 
not necessarily a sign either of ex- 
travagance or of luxury; and that 
with nations, as with individuals, the 
scale which is just and proper In the 
day of small things may be a measure 
of unseemly parsimony when the cir 
cumstances have changed.

as at first, allowing them to stay so 
for another period of from 24 to 43

should be written the name of the 
flowe^or leaf, with the place where It 
was obtained, and the date.

FROM THE DISTRICTING DOARD 


It's an inverted L, tha's the forma- 


tion of Ada's constitutional delegate 
district, number 87, as defined in Tues- 
day's proclamation of the distri. ting 
board. 


It is composed as follows: 


DISTRICT NUMBER 87. 


Townships 3 and 4 noiuh, range 3 


east; townships 3 \nd 4 north, range 4 
east; townships 1 and 2 south, and 1. 2, 
3 and 4 north, range 6 east; all that 
part of township 5 north, range 6 east, 
lying south of Canadian river; townships 
1 and 2 south, and 1. 2. 3 and 4 north, 
range 5 east. 


District 87 includes the towns of Ada, 


Reagan. Lester, Tyrola, Bebee, Oak- 
man, Center, Midland, Hart, Parkell, 
Fitzhugh, Lantry, Franks, York, Pon- 
tonoc, Connorville. McGee and Mill 
Creek. 


It will be observed that our 16th re- 


cording district has been cut to shreds, 
giving portions of it to three other del- 
egate districts and leaving us the back- 
bone. In Thursday's papers the News 
will publish a map of the entire terri- 
tory showing boundaries of all delegate 
districts. 


The Chickasaw Nation is divided into 


twelve whole districts: S5, Chickasha: 
86, Purcell; 87. Ada; 93, Dunesn; 94, 
Pauls Valley, 95, Wynnewood; 96, Sul- 
phur; 101, Ryan, 102, West of Ardmore, 
103. Ardmore alone: 106. Marietta: 107. 
Madill; also No. 104, Tishomingo. is cut 
from this nation, with a thin slice of 
Choctaw nation; 108, Durant, takes a 
narrow strip off Chickasaw. and 88, 
directly east of Ada. is composed equally 
of Choctaw and Chickasaw country. 


On the south our 87th district takes 


two townships off Tishomingo's; on the 
southeast loses three townships to Sul- 
phur; on the west gpins two from Pauls 
Valley; on the north loses three fractions 
to Purcell; on the east side loses a st: ip 
thirty-three by nine miles, containing 
Francis and Stonewall. We lose Roff 
and Scullin to 96, Maxwell to 86 and 
gain the towns of Reagan, Lester, Mc- 
Gee and Mill Creek. 


No. 87, our ell of a district, has an 


area of 600 square miles, is 36 miles 
north and south. 20 miles east and west 
and is 12 miles thick. Ada is in the 
northeast corner, three miles from the 
east line. 


THE OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, By the provisions of an 


Act of Congress, approved June 16,1906, 
the inhabitants of^the Territory of Ok- 
lahoma and Indian Teiiitory are given 
authority to adopt a constitution and 
become the State of Oklahoma and to 
vote for and choose delegates to form a 
constitutional convention for said pro- 
posed state, and 


Whereas, The officers designated and 


appointed for such purposes have com- 
pleted the work of apportioning each 
of said temtories into the required 
number of delegate distiicts, and have 
numbered the same consecutively from 
one to one hundred and eleven, inclu- 
sive, each of which said districts are 
entitled to elect one delegate to srid 
constitutional convention, except the 
district numbered fifty-six comprising 
the Osage Nation, which said district is 
entitled to elect two delegates, and 


Whereas. It is further provided that 


with'n six months after the approval 
of said Act the Governor of Oklahoma 
Territory and the Judge senior in ser- 
vice of the United States coin ts in 
Indian Territory shnll, by proclamation 
in which such apportionment is fully 
specified and announced, order an elec- 
tion of the delegates aforesaid in aaid 
proposed stale, at a time to be desig- 
nated by them. 


Now Therefore, Pursuant to said 


authority, I, Frank Frantz, Governor 
of the Tei.-iiory of Oklahoma, and I 
William H. H. Cla.vton, the Judge 
senior in service of the United States 
courts in Indian Territo.y, do hereby 
proclaim and dejla e, thnt the fifty-six 
districts in "-he Ter ilory of Oklahoma 
a.id the fifiy-five districts in the Indian 
Territory, are described and designated 
as hereinafter set f01.h, to-wit: [Here 
are described in detail the boundaries 
of the 111 districts; 55 each in the two 
territories and one in the Osage Nation] 


And it is now hereby ordered that on 


Tuesday, the sixth day of November, 
A. D., 1906, at the several voting pre- 
cincts in the several constitutional del- 
egate districts as hereinbefore mention- 
ed and described, an election shall be 
held for the purpose of choosincr one 
delegate for each of said districts, ex- 
cept district number fifty-six, computed 
of the Osage Nation, which said district 
shall elect two delegates Said elect.on 
sha'l be eonducteJ, the returns made, 
the result ascei ta<ted, and the certifi- 
cates of a'l persons elect oil to sm h i-on- 
vention issued, in the sami- manm r a>

Salaries of State Officials. 


During this session of congress, as 


In many previous sessions, the expe- 
diency has been considered ot raising 
the salaries of th« higher officers ot 
the nttional government and of the 
diplomatic and consular service. It is 
coming more and more to be recog- 
nized aa a fact, says Youth's Com- 
panion, that the richest nation in the 
world, occupying a country in which 
the highest business salaries in the 
•world are cheerfully paid, ia neverthe- 
less a niggardly paymaster ot Us high- 
est officers. For a large share, indeed 
for most, of the minor positions in the 
government service the payment 
is 


adequate. The earnings of the clerks 
In Washington and of most of the men 
on the civil service lists compare fa- 
vorably with those of men doing sim- 
ilar work for private employes. But 
for the president, vice president, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and ot the supreme 
court, the circuit court judges, am- 
bassadors and ministers, and many of 
the higher officers at Washington and 
in the states the compensation is not 
only inadequate to the demands of the 
places they occupy, but Is notoriously 
less than men of equal ability receive 
in private life. The -word "compensa- 
tion" is used advisedly, for it includes 
not only the salary which goes with 
these offices, but the honor which at- 
taches to them. 
Both together are 


still inadequate pa>ment. The desire 
to preserve that "republican simplic- 
ity" which has always been an Amer- 
ican ideal Is the main obstacle to the 
raisins of official salaries. Many per- 
sons fait to consider that for one who 
can afford it. liberal expenditure is 
not necessarily a sign either of ex- 
travagance or of luxury; and that 
with nations, as with individuals, the 
scale which is just and proper in the 
day of small things may be a measure 
of unseemly parsimony when the clr 
cumstances have changed.

without uttering a protest and an ap- 
peal. It does not go so far as to re- 
fuse to submit to dissolution. It does 
not say that it is the government and 
ask the people to rally to its suport.

One Theory of Wealth. 


Why there should be hard-working 


poor men and idle rich men In the ' 
same community is a question which 
no one has answered, and no one can 
Answer satisfactorily. That is why the 
opinion is so prevalent that the world, 
economically considered, is so very 
much out of joint, believes T. N. Car- 
ter, a writer In Atlantic. But although 
there is so much unanimity in the 
opinion that wealth ought not to be 
distributed as it now is, there is still 
a wide diversity of 
opinion, where 


there is any definite opinion at all, as 
to how it really ought to be dlstribu 
ted. 
These opinions may, however, be 


reduced to three fundamentally 
ills- 


tinct theories, which I shall call the 
aristocratic, the socialistic, and the 
democratic, or llberallstic, theories 
The aristocratic theory is that the 
good things of the world belong more ' 
particularly to certain groups 
or 


classes than to others, by •virtue of | 
some circumstance connected with 
their birth or heredity, and independ- 
ently of their individual achievements. 
The socialistic theory Is that wealth 
ought to be distributed according to 
needs, or according to some similar 
plan arranged beforehand, and inde- 
pendently of the individual ability tc 
acquire wealth in the rough-aml-ready

ing this, with several dozen sheets of 
oft, thick, unglaaed wrapping paper, 
and two boards for covers.
